Most Economical 
Building Site 
Picked For School 


A solution to overcrowded class- 
rooms will be placed before voters in 
the Crawford AuSable School Disirict 
September 25 in the form of a com- 
bined bond issue/millage proposal to 
erect anew elementary school next to 
Grayling Elementary School. 

The Classrooms For Kids Campaign 
Committec is developing answers and 
explanations to a series of commonly 
asked questions regarding the bond is- 
sue. 

This week’s question is “Why do 
we need a new football field? The 
field we have is adequate. We don’t 
mind paying for additional classrooms, 
but we don’t want to pay for a new 
field.” 

According to Pauline Petrosky, 
commitice chairperson, it will cost 
less to move the football field and 
build at the Grayling Elementary/foot- 
ball field site than it would cost to 
leave the field at its present location 
and build a new elementary school at 
an out-of-town site. 

The Board of Education’s appointed 
infrastructure committee, which made 
the recommendation for the current 
proposed solution to district over- 
crowding, was comprised of represen- 
tatives from business and industry, 
local government, community organi- 
zations, the PTO, the Board and the 
district staff. They gave serious con- 
sideration to a number of potential 
sites for a new elementary school and 


determined that the Grayling Elemen- 
tary/football field site is the best and 
most cost effective location for the 
new elementary school. 

In order to construct the new build- 
ing on that site, the existing football 
field must be moved. There is not 
enough space for the new building, the 
required outdoor play area and the 
football field, the committee deter- 
mined. 

An out-of-town site for the new 
school would cost a great deal more. 
City sewer and water and other ulili- 
ties are easily accessible in town. An 
out-of-town site would require a sew- 
age treatment facility estimated at 
$350,000. Wells, land purchase, land 
clearing and preparation and access 
roads would add to the cost. Duplica- 
tion of space to be shared by two ele- 
mentary school buildings at the town 
site would drive the total additional 
cost for the out-of-town site beyond 
the cost of the new football field. 

So, for no additional cost, the com- 
mittee feels the community gains the 
added convenience of side-by-side 
buildings in the city with reduced 
busing costs along with safer traffic 
flow around the elementary site. At 
the same time they gain a new football 
and track facility located at the high 
school convenient for high school 
students with safer traffic flow and 
parking, better seating and improved 
spectator conveniences. 
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KCC's Roots Reach Deep into County 


(Editor’s note: Approximately 365 
Crawford County residents were en- 
roiled in Kirtland Community Col- 
lege classes last year, one indication 
of how much the college affects our 
community. The following is the 
first in a series of articles about 
Kirtland Community College; its 
graduates, students and employees; 
its impact on the Crawford County 
community; and the cuts that are 
inevitable unless a Friday, Septem- 
ber 13, millage request passes.) 


Kirtand Community College is in 
dire financial straits, said President 
Dorothy N. Franke at a press confer- 
ence held last April. Since then, KCC 
has suffered even further cuts in reve- 
nue and greater increases in expendi- 
tures. 

In order to live with these financial 
problems, Kirtland cut almost al! but 
fixed costs from its 1991-92 budget 
and laid off three faculty members and 
17 support staff employees, equal to 
one-fifth of the college’s total person- 
nel. 

Franke said, “Either we pass a mil- 
lage (of 1.5 mills, being requested in 
an clection on Friday, September 13) 
or Kirtland will have to continue tocut 
its programs and services.” 

Kirtland Community Coilege pro- 
grams and students are a part of 
Crawford County in many ways. This 
week features memories of two local 
people who were members of 
Kirtland’s first graduating class in 
1970. 

MIKE GARDINER 

Mike Gardiner, whopresently works 
as a vocational counselor at Gaylord 
High School, was 19 when he began 
taking courses at KCC. He recalls 
driving out to the campus for the first 
time with his grandparents. 

“Let’s sec,” his grandfather said as 
they cruised past Kirtland’s present 
site. “There’s supposed to be acollege 
around here somewhere. . .” 

At the time there were no buildings 
atall, although the college was begin- 
ning to enroll students. Gardiner says 


there was something humorous about! 
signing up for classes ata school which 
hadn’t even been built yet. 

“T also remember that, during that 
first semester, students used to sit in 
their cars between classes because 
there was nowhere else to go before 
the main building was constructed. 
Yet, beforc long, there were lots of 
activilics to participate in. We had a 
Student Senate and also a newspaper 
called The Phoenix. As a matter of 
fact, I was the editor, which meant | 
was in charge of taking the paper to the 
printer in Mio.” 


“I remember, too, that we organized 
a semi-forma! dinner dance that was 
held at the St. Helen Senior Citizens’ 
Center. Really, we students had a lot 
of fun socially. And we had a good 
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Lime in class, too.” 

“T remember discussing issues with 
instructors like Mr. Ciucci and Mr. 
Ryan. The teachers helped us under- 
stand that our thoughts were as impor- 
tant as theirs. 

Since those years, I’ve attended a 
couple universities — like Northern 
and Central, where I received my 
Master’s degree — but my hardest 
classes were at Kirtland. I feel I re- 
ceived an excellent education at this 
college, and looking back, I also see 
we were treated as mature adults, and 
thatisn’talways true at other schools,” 


BOB SMOCK 
Bob Smock, from Grayling, who 
now works as director of New Life 
Community Services, is another gradu- 
ate from Kirtland’s first class. He says

campus life has changed in many ways 
since he was there. 


“Except for the portables, there was 
only one building, the onc that is now 
the Student Center. It housed the 
library in the center, and all the class- 
rooms as well. There weren’ta lot of 
activities or a lot of student services 
then.” 

“But despite those things, Kirtland 
was a major Icague stop in my life 
because of the education I received. If 
it hadn’t been for Kirtland, I would 
never have gotten my four-year de- 
gree or my Master’s (from Central).” 

“T didn’t have the money or the 
means to go to some other school back 
inthe 60’s. I’m living proofof what an 
education can do for you, and I’m 
grateful Kirtland was there for me.”

Low-Income Families Face Housing Shortage Here

Last winter, hardly a day went by 
thatlocaland national television news 
programs did not focus on the plight 
of the homeless. Startling pictures of 
men, women, and children huddling 
in cardboard boxes or living in their 
cars were common place. Since the 
arrival of warmer weather, TV com- 
mentators have been conspicuously 
silent about the homeless, Can we 
assume by their silence thatthe home- 
less have allfound homes? Probably 
not. More than likely, as soon as the 
weather turns cold again, America’s 
homeless will once again become a 
regular news story. 

The following article is an attempt 
to examine the homeless situation in 
Crawford County before the nights 
turn cold and the people in northern 
Michigan face another bitter winter. 
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Crawford County’s homeless situ- 
ation is sort of a good news/bad news 
story. 

The good news is that the county 
does not appear to have a permanent 
“homeless” problem. Families are 
not living in the woods or city alleys in 
makeshift homes made out of card- 
board with corrugated metal roofs 
because they cannot find or afford 
housing, 

Department of Sociai Services Di- 
rector Robert Porter and Assistance 
Payment Supervisor Donna O’Grady 
said occasionally temporary housing 
is needed for stranded motorists or 
burnt-out familics, but overall, people 
in Crawford County have someplace 
they can call “home.” 

The bad news is that the county 
suffers from a critical shortage of 
adequate housing for people who do 
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demolition. 


not have much money. Grayling 
Housing Commission Director Guy 
Quiglcy estimates the county needs 70 
more rental homesand apartments just 
to meet its immediate needs, He said 
too often this housing shortage forces 
people to live in substandard housing 
either because they cannot afford bet- 
ter or because nothing better is avail- 
able. 

Lengthy waiting lists for the AuSa- 
gra Acres public housing complex and 
the Section 8 Existing Housing Pro- 
grams can mean waiting months and 
even ycars before housing is avail- 
able. 

AuSagra Acres, Grayling’s low in- 
come public housing complex, has 88 
units. Sixty-six are reserved for the 
elderly and handicapped, leaving only 
22 units for other low and very low 
income individuals and families.

Quigley also operates a federal Sec- 
tton 8 Existing Housing Program that 
has 68 allocations for housing vouch- 
ers, Currently there are 32 people 
waiting for openings at AuSagra Acres 
and 78 people waiting for Section 8 
vouchers. Holders of these vouchers 
can receive up to 70% of their rent as 
long as the house or apartment passes 
a HUD’s housing standard inspection. 

Quigley said both waiting lists were 
updated about a month ago and 92 
people were removed. Thirty-seven 
were dropped because they had moved 
and did not leave a forwarding address 
and the other 55 were dropped be- 
cause the applicants cither lacked a 
credit or rent history or had a bad 
credit history. 

He estimates the county needs 35 to 
40 two-bedroom, 15 three-bedroom, 
and 15 four-bedroom units just to meet 


Crawford County’s immediate hous- 
ing needs. 

Section 8 certificates and vouchers 
are also available through the Michi- 
gan State Housing Development Au- 
thority (MSHDA) on Huron Street. 
The program is financed by the federal 
government and administered by the 
state of Michigan. 

“Vouchers are becoming the norm,” 
said MSHDA Housing Specialist 
Laura Purtill. “Housing is just too 
expensive for low income people ,” 
Purtill blames the county’s housing 
problem on the area’s low wages and 
no denefits employment opportuni- 
ties, “We don’t have a General Mo- 
tors plant in Crawford County,” she 
said. 

MSHDA’ s certificate program pays 
100% of a client’s rent as long as the 

rent does not exceed the Fair Market

Rent (FMR) expense set by HUD. For 
a single parent with one child, the 
FMR is $248. Purtill said finding a 
two bedroom home for rent in 
Crawford County for $248 that will 
pass MSHDA inspection is nearly 
impossible. She said about the only 
places that qualify are AuSagra Acres 
and the Cobble Creek and Caron apart- 
ments. Cobble Creek and Caron apart- 
ments are Farm Home Administration 
financed apartments that adjust their 
rent schedules according to their ten- 
ants’ "ability to pay.” They have 72 
one to three bedroom units. 

“We're forcing people to live in 
public housing in order for them to 
qualify for rent subsidies,” said Pur- 
till. 

Purtill questions HUD’s method of 
setting fair market rent allowances.

She said the FMR in Kalkaska is $86 
per month higher than in Crawford 
County. 

“T rarely have to put a voucher in 
Kalkaska County because the FMR is 
high enough to cover the cost of its 
housing,” she said. 

Purtill said lack of safe low income 
housing is not unique to Crawford 
County. She oversees MSHDA’s 
housing program in seven northern 
Michigan counties and says the short- 
age exists in all seven counties. 

O’Grady said the recent 29% reduc- 
lion in the DSS’s general assistance 
program will undoubtedly exacerbate 
the existing housing problem, She 
said some landlords reduced their rent 
rates several months ago when the 
program reduced its payments by 17%. 

“T doubt they will reduce their rates 
again,” she said. 

“I've never been able to figure out 
how GA recipients were able to get by 
on what they were receiving,” said 
Porter. “I have no idea how they are 
going to manage now.” 

THE COUNTY’S ONLY 
HOMELESS 

O'Grady said she believes the only 
truly homeless people in Crawford 
County are the residents of River House 
Shelter. 

Since River House opened its doors 
in 1987, 1,389 women and children 
from Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw and 
Roscommon counties have been as- 
sisted. The highest number came from 

Crawford County, 161 women and 
253 children, for a total of 415. 

The county’s lack of low income af- 
fordable housing is a very real prob- 
lem for River House Shelter adminis- 
trators, Ferme Farber, director, and Jean 
Umlor, assistant client advocate. 

“Most of the people we service are 
on ADC and are on extremely limited 
budgets,” said Farber. She said it is 
not uncommon for women and their 
children to escape their abusive situ- 
ations in the middle of the night, arriv- 
ing at the shelter in their night clothes. 

Umlor said the volume of need for 
safe, affordable housing far exceeds 
what is available. She explained that 
the need for housing 1s so great that 
landlords can charge what they like 
and people have no choice but to pay 
the going rate. Farber said there are a 
few landlords in Crawford and Ro- 
scommon counties who cooperate with 
the River Shelter staff. 

River House is reimbursed by DSS 
for each resident for up to one month, 
but Farber said the only way women 
can stay at the shelter longer is if itcan 
be proven that they are in danger with 
no place else to go. If there is a friend 
or family member willing to take them 
in, they must leave the shelter, Be- 
cause many of these women come 
from dysfunctional families, Farber 
said “going home” can mean retum- 
ing to another bad situation. 

“The lack of safe affordable hous- 
ing forces women to leave the area, 
accept substandard housing, or return 
to the abusive situation they had just 
fled from,” Farber said. “After being 
battered by their husbands, they are 
battered by the system,” she said. 
“Some decide it is better to go back 


and be battered than to be homeless.” 

In 1989, Grayling Mercy Hospital 
conducted a nine county Community 
Assessment of Human Needs survey. 
Community leaders, service agencies, 
and low income people were inter- 
viewed and the lack of safe and afford- 
able low income housing was third on 
their list of concems. Jobs with a 
living wage and benefits was first, 
followed by health care for uninsured 
and underinsured. Umlor said a recent 
survey conducted by Northwest Michi- 
gan Human Services Agency showed 
safe affordable low income housing 
the number one concem. 

COUNTY’S EFFORT TO 
RELIEVE HOUSING 
SHORTAGE 

Crawford County Housing Com- 
mission (CCHC) Director Jeannine 
Eggert and Housing Specialist Gary 
Johnson are both aware of the short- 
age of quality low income housing. 

“The quality of some rental units 
available in Crawford County is defi- 
nitely sub-standard,” said Eggert, “but 
our office has been working for the 
past two years with 22 landlords to 
help them bring their units to basic 
housing quality standards.” 

Completion of three of the 22 proj- 
ects created |] new rental units. These 
included renovation of the old Assem- 
bly of God Church on Elm Street, an 
apartment house on Alger Sucet, and 
three apartments located above the 
Farm Bureau Office on James Street. 
Grant monies received in these proj- 
ects do not have to be repaid as long as 
the properties remain rental units or 
until the properties are sold. 

Since 1989, Eggert said $146,975 in 
rehabilitation matching fund grants 
have been awarded to local landlords. 

CCHC has been working for 2 1/2 
years to form acounty Public Hous- 
ing Authority (PHA) that, if recog- 
nized by HUD, could make Crawford 
County eligible for future low income 
public housing funds. 

“These housing units would be Jo- 
cated in the various townships through- 
out the county,” said Johnson. He said 
these projects could include several 
four to six unit “fresh air complexes” 
constructed in several locations, a 30 
unit apartment at the edge of town, or 
ten to 15 modular homes located along 
a road, each with its own well and 
Septic system. 

Eggert said the county housing com- 
mission board is interested in continu- 
ing with rehabilitation work only, but 
gave Eggert and Johnson the go ahead 
to pursue formulation of a PHA, The 
board indicated it favors the creation 
of a separate board to oversee the 
development and operation of the new 
PHA. 

Since 1976, the county has received 
14 rehabilitation grants, making it 
possible toupgrade 330 homes tobasic 
minimum maintenance codes. Since 
1980, $1.4 million has been spent in 
Crawford County for home improve- 
ment projects. Some of these im- 
provements include window replace- 
ment, roofs, insulation, electrical, 
plumbing, and siding. The grants vary 
froma few thousand dollars to $20,000 
and are available to area homeowners 
who meet HUD’s statewide income 
guidelines,

aviation, field support, and artillery 
components will train for the next two 
weeks, Brigade training will consist 
of all aspects of light infantry tactics 
such as mortar and artillery fire, day 
and night simulated attack exercises, 
and troop ficld maneuvers, involving 
“enemy” ground forces. 

The main body of troops arrived 
Saturday afternoon in several massive 
convoys. Headquarters for the 33rd 
Brigade is in Chicago, however, the 
units, battalions, and separate 
companics are located in the city and 
surrounding communities. 

When the soldiers arrived, they 


moved directly to field locations where 
they will train for the next nine days, 
then leave the field for main post to 
clean and prepare equipment for the 
return to their home armories on 
Friday, August 23rd. 

On Thursday, August 15th, the 
IHinois Guard units will host a V.1.P. 
tour for about 80 business and 
community leaders from Chicago and 
Springfield, The purpose of the tour is 
to prov-uca firsthand look at the troops 
in action and to gain support for guard 
and rescrve programs. Major Genera! 
Harold G. Hoicsinger, the Adjutant 
General of IHinois willaccompany the 
visitors. 

The 33rd Brigade is commanded by 
Brigadier General Philip M. Becker. 
Troop Command Bridgade is under 
the command of Colonel Paul 
Gebhardt.

Eggert said about 
$50,000 will be set aside for this pro- 
gram and should help about 10 fami- 
lies purchase their first homes during 
the next two years. She said similar 
programs for first ime home buyers 
will probably increase in the future.

Oregon tries new school approach 


KEEP AN EYE ON Oregon — 
or more specifically, students in 
Oregon schools. Things are going to 
change during the next 20 years. 

The Oregon legislature has adopted 
a new educational program for 
Oregon, which eventually could 
abolish the traditional high school 
system. 

Under the Oregon program, all 
students would continue much as at 
presentthrough the 10th grade. Then 

i there would be a choice — cither 
{college preparatory courses, or 
vocational training. 

The Oregon plan also would do 
away with the grade structure from 
kindergarten through third grade, and 

| group students by abilitics rather than 
age. 


The plan includes a scrics of basic 
skillscxams that lead toa “certificate 
of mastery" for 10th graders. Those 
who don’t pass the first time keep 
Irying, after remedial help. With the 
certificate in hand, the choice by the 
student is then for college training or 
vocational training. 

The Oregon program is a variation 
on the European school system, 
where test scores determine who 


| aitends college.

THERE ARE CRITICS, of 
course, The Oregon plan has been 
attacked as clilist, because the 

} eventual fate of a student may be 
determined by social and economic 


status. 

“The sad thing is,” commented Rep. 
Tom Mason, an opponent, “that it will 
be the poor and the members of the 
minority classes that will end up going 
to vocational school.” 

Another problem is money, 
Eventual cost of the Oregon plan is 
estimated at $2.5 billion. This year’s 
lawmakers committed $2 million to 
get it going. The program is called 
“The Oregon Educational Act for the 
21st Century.” Some aspects of the 
reforms will take 20 years or so to 
become implemented fully. 

Oregon hasacted upon an intriguing 
idea. Most state and local politicians 
talk about educational reform, but very 
few ideas for change as sweeping as 
the Oregon program ever pop up. 
Maybe they should, 

Legislators in Washington and New 
York states are working on proposals 
similar to Oregon’s. 

People are cut from different molds. 
Their abilities differ. Sodo their needs. 
Maybe local schools should treat them 
differently. Oregon may be on to 
something big. This idea — or 
variations on it — deserve a serions 

look,

I hunted for a teaching job; Dave

This was the 1970s and teaching 
jobs were scarce. I remember the job- 
hunting process as one of my life’s 
less pleasant experiences.

by principals and superintendents that 
no, there weren’ tany openings in their 
districts.

I accepted. Dave and I rented a

Understandably, — questions, 
comments, and rumors have been 
prevalent throughout the past two 
weeks as to the status of Mercy 
Hospital. Why? Incase you missed it, 
a notice appeared in the August 1 
edition of the Avalanche which stated 
that effective August 29, Mercy 
Hospital in Grayling would not reccive 
payments from Medicare. The notice 
was paid for by the Health Care 
Financing Administration (HCFA), a 
federal regulatory agency under the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services that approves hospitals for 
Medicare participation. 

We received information that a 
“Jegal notice” would appear in the 
newspaper advising the community 
that our Medicare participation would 
be terminated if we did not correct 
certain specified deficiencies. We 
informed our employees, physicians, 
and volunteers beforehand, and 
explained the situation. When the 
newspaper was published we were 
frustrated with the contents of the ad 
because it did not tell the whole story. 

The newspaper notice was definite . 
..thatas of August 29, 1991, Medicare 
would not make payment for inpatient 
hospital services. Why? Deficiencies 
in the “physical environment.” 

Let’s go back to May 1991 when the 
Michigan Departmentof Public Health 
(MDPH) was here to conduct a survey 
of Mercy Hospital. The survey team’s 
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Job is to look for items that need 
correction, or as they call them, 
“deficiencies.” It’s important to note 
that no hospital is perfect. 
“Deficiencies” are found in virtually 
every survey of every hospital. Mercy 
was no exception. MDPH advised us 
that the “deficiencies” necded 
correction bul that none would affect 
our licensure to operate a hospital in 
Michigan. 

Mercy was instructed to submit a 
plan of action to correct the 
deficiencies. We did so —~ a thorough 
and complete plan of correction. 


Late in July HCFA sent us a letter 
Stating that after review of the MDPH 
survey, it was their opinion that our 
hospital didn’t meet the “physical 
environment” requirement for 
Medicare participation. “The date on 
which your agreement terminates is 
August 29, 1991,” the letter said. 

The next paragraph of the same 
fetter, however, tells the rest of the 
story. 

“If you believe that the deficiencies 
have been corrected, you may submit 
a credible allegation of compliance to 
this office. However, in order to avoid 
termination, correction of the 
deficiencies must be verified by the 
State agency (MDPH) prior to the 
termination date. . . “ 

What HCFA is saying is that yes, 
our Medicare participation would be

To Control Odors 


The Michigan Air Pollution Control 
Commission approved an agreement 
Tuesday requiring Weyerhacuser 
Company of Grayling to reduce odors 
from its wood processing facility. In 
related action, the Commission also 
approved the company’s request to 
install replacement wood dryers. 

The terms of the odor reduction 
agreement require Weyerhaeuser 
toconduct studies of its odor emissions 
and control methods. The company 


will be required to implement 
additional odor control technology if 
the equipment installed with the new 
wood dryers does not control odors. 

The agreement also contains 
provisions for Weyerhacuser to keep 
records regarding contro! equipment 
function and air emissions, requires 
testing of stack emissions, and provides 
for payment of damages in the event 
the company fails to take the actions 
required by the agreement,

Addressing Ordinance in 1986. 
According to this ordinance, recipients 
can begin using their new address 30 
days after receiving il. ILis suggested 
that patrons on the rural delivery 
system use both their route and box 
numbers and their new house numbers 
and street names, In the near future, 
the Post Office will begin to use the 
new addressing system and at that 
time, patrons will be informed that 
they can drop the route and box 
numbers from their address.

Sound management of Michigan's 
deer herd requires that the size of the 
herd be controlled in areas of excessive 
deer-vehicle accidents, severe crop 
damage or shortage of winter food. 
Recreational hunting is the best method 
of doing this. A carefully controlled 
harvest of antlericss deer provides 
many benefits to hunters and others 
interested in Michigan’s deer. 
Removal of some antlerless deer 
improves the buck-to-doe ratio, 
provides for better antler development 
and protects deer range. 

This year, as part of a continuing 
effortto improve Michigan’ sdeerherd, 
hunters will be allowed to take two 
antlered bucks, rather than the four 
allowed for the previous several years. 
A total of four deer may still be taken 
by a properly licensed individual, but 


«3 two of these must be antlerless. 


For example, if a hunter kills two 
legal bucks (antlers over 3 inches)

during archery season, that hunter will 
have to take an antlerless deer during 
the firearm deer season. To optimize 
an individual’s hunting opportunitics, 
the best thing to do is to take an 
antlerless deer with the first bow 


license. A second license can be 
obtained, good for an antlered buck 
only. The rest of the bow season can 
then be spent in search of that trophy. 
After this, during the firearm season, a 
regular license allows the harvest of a 
buck, while an antlerless permit will 
allow the taking of a doe. A person 
who only hunts with a bow or only 
with a firearm will still be able to 
harvest two bucks. 

This seems to bea fair way toallocate 
our deer herd to all of those who pay to 
support it. At the same time, an 
improvement in the quality of the herd 
should be noticed in a few years,

Furthermore, 
a two year cycle results in threes times the 
election campaign cost and three times the 
possibility of special interest groups controlling 
the election and legislative process, 

The Federal House of Representatives elected 
every two years results in over 95% re-election 
but ata large cost to thetaxpayer. Regardless of 
who pays for the campaigns -- special interest 
groups, political parties, etc. — the ultimate 


K costs are passed on to the taxpayer through 
1 increases in consumers’ prices. It docs not 
’ make senseina small area like Crawford County 


to force the local population to pay for three 


f times the election campaign costs that would 


result from electing the entire board every two 
years, especially if the federal records carries 
through of re-electing a very high percentage. 

If election finances are not considered, it 
still makes better sense to replace not more than 


Mm one-third of the board at atime. With only two 
M years between elections, the officials will be 


spending a much greater percentage of their 
time altempting lo be re-elected. Assuming an 
election campaign takes three months through 


F primary and general election time this is one- 
a cighth (12%) of atwo year term, anda time that
